HE LIBRARY at Pendarves has come together by inheritance, 

in the process of years, from a variety of sources. A portion 

of it, for example, belonged to John Stackhouse (1742-1819), 

the botanist, who inherited the Pendarves estates in 1763 and 

whose son, Mr. E. W. Stackhouse (afterwards Pendarves), 

great-uncle of the present owner’s father, placed his bookplate in a 

number of volumes. But the most interesting feature of the collection, so 

far as past ownership is concerned, lies in the discovery of a section, hitherto 

unrecorded, of the well-known library of Narcissus Luttrell (1657-1732), 
annalist and bibliographer. 


It has been generally believed (cf. D.N.B., xii, 301 ; De Ricci, English 
Collectors, 29, 30), that Luttrell’s library passed in its entirety to his 
great-nephew Edward Wynne, whose grandfather, Owen Wynne, had 
married Dorothy Luttrell, sister of Narcissus (see lots 135, 141). Edward 
Wynne died childless in 1784 and his books were sold by Leigh & Sotheby 
on March 6, 1786. They included a quantity of rare tracts, ballads, 
broadsides and early English poetry, some of which has now reached the 
British Museum, while other portions passed through the Farmer, Bindley, 
Heber and Britwell Collections and are now dispersed.

It is clear, however, that a part of Luttrell’s library remained intact — 
in the hands of Luttrell Wynne, Edward Wynne’s younger brother, who 
survived him for thirty years. On his death in 1814 Luttrell Wynne left 
his property by will to Mr. E. W. Stackhouse (mentioned above), grandson 
of his mother’s sister Susanna Brydges. 


The number of books in this sale bearing certain evidences of ownership 
by Narcissus Luttrell is 132. Nearly ltalf of these bear his characteristic 
signature and date of acquisition :—

In the other and larger half is stamped a complicated monogram 
containing all the letters of his name :— 





Two books contain both signature and monogram ; and a few havea 


plain stamp on the binding. 





The notes of price, mentioned and illustrated by Mr. De Ricci (op. 
cit., p. 830) as a common feature of Luttrell’s books, hardly occur in those 
catalogued here. 


An analysis of the dates accompanying the note or stamp of ownership 
throws interesting light on his career as a collector. He began to put his 
name in his books in 1675 at the age of eighteen. He seems to have 
acquired books less often after 1682 (or to have been less careful to write 
in them). The 14 dated 1681 include a series of 7 books in uniform 
bindings. He acquired his stamp in 1692 and in the following year went

through his library stamping books without his signature (but including 
2 which already had his note of ownership, one 1685, one 1688). He 
seems to have gone through the library again in 1695 and 1707. In 1710, 
at the age of fifty-three, he gave up collecting books (or at any rate 
stamping them) and of the last twenty-two years of his life these books 
give no record. There are many rare early English books in the collection, 
' bearing no owner’s mark, which may have been Luttrell’s ; but this is a 
matter of conjecture. 


_ Itis perhaps not altogether without interest that the sale of this 
library should be resumed and completed by SOTHEBY’s after an interval 
of just over one hundred and fifty years.

page. Until five years ago the translation of the Axiochus was 
regarded as a lost work of Spenser’s, but in 1931 a copy came to 
light inlaid to folio size and bound with a copy of the 1679 
edition of Spenser’s Works. This came into the possession of 
Professor Padelford, of the University of Washington, who 
edited it and printed it in facsimile (Baltimore, John Hopkins 
Press, 1934). In his preface he gives an account of earlier refer- 
ences (Catalogus Bibliothecae Harlianae, 1744; John Upton 
in his edition of The Faery Queen, 1758, who promised to print 
it in his third volume, but died before doing so ; a list of ““ Ancient 
Translations ’’ in Steevens’s Shakespeare, 1773; a list of books 
printed in Scotland in Herbert’s Ames, 1785-90 ; and H. J. Todd 
in his Preface to Spenser’s Works, 1805, “ I should have added 
... the translation of Axiochus attributed to him, if my endea- 
vours to obtain it had been attended with success ’’), and explains 
how Burbie’s mistake of “‘ Edward ”’ for “‘ Edmund ”’ arose. His 
copy however wanted the last four leaves containing the speech 
of the Earl of Oxford’s page, for which this copy is at present the 
only source. 


There seems no reason to doubt that this speech is also Spenser’s 
work. In the first place, it is difficult to suggest any other reason 
for its inclusion ; it is not put in to fill up space, as it occupies a 
separate sheet, following a blank leaf. In the second, it very 
prominently displays those characteristics which Professor 
Padelford notes as distinguishing Spenser’s translation of the 
Axtochus—“ alliteration, antithesis, and balanced phrasing ” 
and ‘‘ passages which fall into rhythmical patterns, notably the 
iambic five-stress verse’’. As instances of the latter may be 
quoted :

** Though the portion of the original cover, which has been 
preserved, is a good deal rubbed, it is extremely interesting. 
It is decorated with three impressions each of two small panels, 
both approximately 60mm. by 40mm. ; one bears branches 
and foliage and the inscription “‘ave maria’”’, the other shows the 
Virgin standing and holding the Infant Christ ; an ecclesiastic 
kneels before them in prayer, and behind them is the name of 
the owner of the panel, ‘‘ Woter Vanduffle”’ inscribed vertically. 
This man, Woter (Walter) van Duffle, who is undoubtedly the 
ecclesiastic shown on the panel, has recently been identified by 
Mr. Prosper Verheyden as a canon of Antwerp who lived in 
the 13th Century (see his article, La reliure en Brabant, in Le 
Livre, L’Estampe, L’Edition en Brabant, Gembloux, 1935, pp.

This manuscript was edited by Mr. G. B. Harrison (1930) and 
a copy of his edition is sold with it.

It is not, however, entirely unknown to scholars, though not 
easily accessible, for the second part was reprinted with generous 
expurgation in 1838 ; the first part (pp. 49-72) is here reproduced 
for the first time ”’. 


On the fly-leaf is written in a late 18th Century hand : “‘ Advice 
from Edward Lord Vict Conway to his son’’. Probably this 
copy was made for Edward, first Viscount Conway, or his son. 
The Conway family were neighbours of the Earl of Northumber- 
land. The Conway Papers were discovered by Horace Walpole, 
and most of the letters have passed into the British Museum 
or the Public Record Office. Probably the present manuscript 
was found at the same time and was then (having no title) 
assumed to be a relic of the Conway family.

This 
interesting section comes from a draft that was in the possession 
of Joseph Severn, who had a reprehensible habit of cutting 
pieces from his Keats MSS. and giving them to friends ; this 
portion was given to Miss Marshall, May 17th, 1850 


The final MS. of “ Lamra”’ fortunately did not fall into Severn’s 
hands: that, complete, is in the library of an Americancollector, 
but Severn had parts, if not the whole, of a draft well worked on 
by the poet, and it is an interesting section of this that is now 
being offered for sale. From the excerpt it may be conjectured 
that the first forty-nine lines of “ Lamia ’”’, part 2, occupied two 
pages, for the present section, written on one side of the paper, © 
is numbered by Keats in the top left hand corner “3° and 
begins with line 50, following immediately upon the twenty-four 
lines in the Marquess of Crewe’s collection, as may be gathered 
from the Notes in Buxton Forman’s Oxford Edition of Keats. 
This new piece is full of variations from the final text, in fact there 
is only one line in it that agrees exactly with the printed version, 
and the last few lines are splendid examples of the poet in the 
throes of composition. 
Here are the corresponding lines of the printed text for compari- 
son with the illustration : 
‘“ While I am striving how to fill my heart 

With deeper crimson, and a double smart ? 

How to entangle, trammel up and snare 

Your sail is mine, and labyrinth you there 

Like the hid scent in an unbudded rose ? 

Aye, a sweet kiss—you see your mighty woes. 

My thoughts! Shall I unveil them? Listen then ! 

What mortal hath a prize, that other men 

May be confounded and abash’d withal, 

But lets it sometimes pace abroad majestical, 

And triumph, as in thee I should rejoice 

Amid the hoarse alarm of Corinth’s voice. 

Let my foes choke, and my friends shout afar, 

While through the thronged streets your bridal car 

Wheels round the dazzling spokes ”’

This is a posthumous portrait of the poet, who was a friend of the 
artist, and was painted for Mr. Moxon, the publisher, for pur- 
poses of reproduction. 


Dr. G. C. Williamson lists it (as no. 9) and describes it fully in 
his Catalogue of the Dilke Bequest, 1914, p. 102. It is a copy 
of the well-known miniature portrait exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1819 and afterwards in the Dilke Collection. Severn 
painted a number of posthumous portraits of Keats from mem- 
ory ; but Dr. Williamson remarks of the present painting: “ as 
it was a copy of the [miniature] portrait, and not a painting from 
memory, it may well be included in the group of life portraits ”’. 
Collections, Edward Moxon, and G. P. Boyce.

Letter Findlay, August 3rd, [1818], to his brother Thomas Keats, 
addressed to Well Walk, Hampstead 


This is the last letter Keats is known to have written from 
Scotland, with the exception of one to Mrs. Wylie the original 
of which has not been traced, and it is the last he wrote to his 
brother Tom who died just four months later. It gives a graphic 
picture of the climb up Ben Nevis, in which he was accompanied 
by his friend Charles Brown and a guide, and it contains not 
only the Sonnet written on the top of the mountain but also the 
dialogue between Mrs. Cameron and Ben Nevis, running to 
seventy-four lines of humorous verse. Portions of the dialogue 
are written on the doublings of the fourth page (which also bears 
his address and several postmarks), and the last sixteen lines 
are written crosswise on the first page. Then continuing his 
letter, Keats wrote : 

“But what surprises me above all is how this Lady got down again— 
I felt it horribly. ’Twas the most vile descent—shook me all to pieces— 
Over leaf you will find a Sonnet I wrote on the top of Ben Nevis. We have 


just entered Inverness. I have three letters from you and one [from] 
Fanny—and one from Dilke.”’ 
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Lot 817—continued 
Then, still crosswise, he goes on, on the second page : 
“T would set about crossing this all over for you but I will first write 
to Fanny and Mrs. Wilie. Then I will begin another to you and not before 


because I think it better you should have this as soon as possible—My 
Sore throat is not quite well and I intend stopping here a few days.”’ 


He gives the Sonnet, and ends up on the same page : 


Good bye till tomorrow, 
Your most affectionate Brother 
John—
